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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is maintained that the disclosure of a bromine 
number of less than 4 is considered to encompass applicant's less than 0.5 and 0.2. In reposnse to applicant's argument that none of 
the references combined with Wu suggest a bromine indicies of 200 or less are not persuasive. It is maintained that Wu suggests a 
bromine index within applicant's claimed range. It is maintained that the calculation in the rejection used to estimate the bromine index 
suggests a very broad range which encompasses applicant's claimed index. The fact that applicants point to a more accurate method of 
calculating the bromine index does not overcome the broad range suggested by the art. Wu also succeeds in suggesting the concept 
that such products with low unsaturation are desirable. Therefore, Wu provides proper motivation for operating a process as disclosed in 
the primary references to the desirable degree of unsaturation disclosed in Wu. In addition, it is maintained that the disclosed 
compositions would possess similar characteristics to those in applicants' claims 25 and 26 since the compositions have overlapping 
bromine numbers indicating staturation (e.g. the degree of hydrogenation). Applicant has not provided any evidence the the applied 
references do not possess the same degree of saturation defined in applicant's claims 25 and 26.
